A large ball at¬ 
tached to bis residence Is used as a 
mecilogplace by eeveial Polish socie¬ 
ties. One of them Is St. Valentine's 
Society of St. Valentine's Church, 
another a military organization, aud a 
third a fi e aud drum corns. Zblkoskl 
baa been twice an applicant for a sa¬ 
loon, but »ach time bis application has 
been defeated by tbe officers and 
members of Brougbtou Memorial Chapel 
which la near by. 

It was current talk that beer was 
being sold at Zblkoekl's, and tbe police 
only awaited a favorable oppoiliinl'y to 
raid the place. Sunday evening afford¬ 
ed that opportunity. and Ue police 
decided to aot. Chief Collins and 
Officers Shorter aud Smith took up 
positions so that they could watch Ibe 
place without exciting su-plclon. White 
the police were In watting, about 
twenty-four men weut lu aud out of 
tbe plaoe, all making their entrance and 
exit by way of the kitchen d v<ir. As 
soon as the Chief w s satisfied that the 
prospects were promlstug for a success¬ 
ful raid, he gave the signal and then 
went tuto the place by way of the 
kltcbeu aud hurtled Into tb- big hall 
and waa speedily followed by Shorter 
and Smith.

The ordinance dually further provides 
that as soon as the underground trolley 
system Is generally adopt’d It shall Is 
Incumbent upon lbs company, upon 
being directed to do so by the Elizabeth 
Council, to use It also. 

In East Orange, where the company 
Is likely to have Its hardest tight for a 
franchise, progress Is being made, and 
the Ballroad and Ordinance Committee 
of the City Couocll has been dlrect-d to 
' 1 prepare a franchise ordinance which will 
express the teroiB and conditions under 
which the Cuuucll will graut a fraocbl-e. 
It Is understood that action In the com¬ 
pany's application for a franchise Is 
delayed here not on the ground of oppo 
position to the railway, but simply with 
H view to securing to tbs town terms 
equally as favorable as may be made 
between the company and other towns 
through which the proposed railway will

P. Butphen requeeted tbat the Commit¬ 
tee on Railroad Interests be Instructed 
to make sums Inquiry about the possi¬ 
bilities for a new station at Gleuwood 
Avenue oh the Lvckswsoo* Railroad. 

Mr. Butphen spoke of the discreditable 
station building now maintained by the 
Lsckswsnua. and of Its Injurious effects 
upon the town. He maintained that the 
company did a sufficiently profitable 
bustoees here to warrant a better and 
more attractive station. The improve¬ 
ments along the Erie Railroad In this 
respect were a striking cootraat with 
the Lsckswanns Road and were much 
appreciated by the people. He under¬ 
stood that the queettrm of improve¬ 
ments along tb# Lackawanna had been 
at different tlrnee before the Town 
Council, but nothing wae ever acoonl- 
plished. Ue asked If any one present 
could throw any light on the present 
stage of the proceedings. Mr. Conlan 
of the Town Council, said that the mat¬ 
ter of Laokawanna Improvement# had 
not been before the Town CoudcII since 
be had been a member of that body 
John A. Lawrence said tbat when he 
was a member of the Township Commit 
tee the railroad oom(lany officials had , 
proposed to the Council an elaborate 
scheme of Improvements, Including 
track elevation and a new station. One 
provision In the plan was that lh<* 
town should pay one-half of the cost of 
theOlenwooi] Avenue bridge abutments 
and relieve the railroad company of any 
responsibility for land damage* result 
j D g from u change of grade on Glenwood 
Avenue.
